Agricroltiiral Interests. 

A. very important and interesting 
discussion took place in the Canadian 
House of Commons on the 7th inst. 
Mr. Jones moved for a Committee to 
enquire into tho condition of the agri- 
cultural interests of the Dominion, 
with power to send for persona and 
papers and to make such recommend- 
ations as Will best promote those im- 
portant interests and the develop- 
ment of the country, with power to 
report from time to time. He spoke 
at considerable length in favor of pro- 
tecting the agricultural interests of 
Canada, these interests being para- 
mount to all others. Ho quoted from 
Sir Robert Peel to show that the best 
government was that which aimed at 
conferring tho greatest possible good 
upon tho greatest possible number; 
contending that to foster and protect 
the agricultural interests of tho Do- 
minion would best fulfil that condition. 
He contended that a largo number of 
articles were supplied to the Canadian 
market by the Americans, while tho 
farmers had to send their gram to the 
States, paying 50 per cent, on barley 
33 on beans and so on. Mr. John 
Young said that the hon. gentleman 
who had just sat down was desirous of 
having duties placed on agricultural 
productions from the United States. 
Thatgontlemanacted with tho Govern- 
ment and with tho member for Van- 
couver (Sir Francis Hincks); and ho 
<Mr Young) proceeded to quote opin- 
ions expressed by Sir Francis Hincks, 
some years ago, showing that ho was 
averse to tho policy advocated in the 
resolution before the House Mr. T. 
N. Gibba contended it would be unjust 
to throw our markets open to Ameri- 
cans db long as they did not do like- 
wise by us. Ho contended that we 
are growing a large consuming popu- 
lation, and, even were we not, ho 
would bo opposed to the principle of 
free trade without reciprocity. Ho as- 
serted that the farmers of this country 
lost five to ten eentscents per bushel 
since the duty was taken off American 
grain. The Americans, ho argued, 
meant to withhold reciprocity until they 
coerce us into annexation, and tins 
he was opposed to, even if there were 
a pecuniary loss arising from it. He 
was opposed to looking at the question 
from a mere provincial point of view, 
and believed that an increase in the 
price of grain would be a -bcueiit to 
the whole country. He hoped the 
members of the House would see the 
necessity of protecting the people of 
this Dominion from the forty millions 
ef inhabitants across the line. Hon. 
Mr. Richards agreed with the hon. 
gentleman who had just spoken and 
said the representatives from Eastern 
Ontario were essentially protectionist, 
and he protested against the Lower 
Provinces having the benefits of free 
trade, while in Ontorio there was 
neither free trade nor protection. 
The farmers in. British Columbia too wanted 
protection and the genttmanvho retired in 
favour of Sir Francis Hincks, i« that 
quarter, did so on /lis ground that 
Sir Francis Hindis uould be in 
favor of a certain amount of protection. 
Gentlemen in largeseaport towns were 
nearly always free traders, but he 
thought our true policy was to protect 
the farmer to a reasonable extent and 
encourage home manufactures. He 
was a free trader in principle, but he 
did not think full free trade was ap- 
plicable to our present circumstances. 
As far as Quebec was concerned he 
did not approve of the duty on cereals, 
because lie believed it would bo well if 
the farmers of Quebec would devote more 
attention to Btoek raising. 

Mr. Ross (West Middlesex) opposed 
tho placing of a tax on gram. It would 
bo certain to raise tho price of grain in 
the Maritime Provinces. He argued that 
if tho price of grain was increased it 
■would increase tho price of every commo- 
dity so that when the balance of trade 
was struck ho failed to see wheie the 
agriculturalist would be bonofitted. He 
did not Object to tho appointment of a 
committee, but he held that tho necessa- 
ries of life should be taxed as little as 
possible. He did not think that in the 
present temper of the fanners of Canada, 
there was much danger oi the renewal of 
whnt was known as the National policy. 
It was better for us to follow tho 
broad liberal policy of England than tho 
narrow contracted policy ot the United 

States. , , 

Mr. Maokenaie spoke nt some length. 
Ho thought the Committee asked for 
would do neither good nor harm. He 
contended that so long as Canada export- 
ed more cereals than she impor'.ed it 
would be against lier interest to levy a 
duty. Ho represented, himself, tho largest 
agricultural constituency in tho country, 
oxcontone, and would bo willing to agree 
to the motion of tho hon. member, if it 
could possibly bring any good to farmers, 
but his constituents were far too intelli- 
gent to believe that to impose duty upon 
imported grain was to raise the price of 
that product. He argued that if any 
class in this country needed protection it 
was 

the agriculturist— bat how were they 
to be protected? Surely not by putting 
n duty upon everything they need, and 
forcing them to put a dnty upon grain— 
a tiling that everybody knew they could 
not do. Ho was willing to leave the tariff 
as it stood at present and believed that 
tho proper thing for tho farmer was to 
give him tho articles of every day use 
cheap. While taking tho same view of 
the matter as his lion, friend from Sun- 
bury ho would agree to tho motion. 

Hon. Mr. Popo thought the hon. gentle- 
man doner ml woll of the House for bring- 
inp a matter before tho Houso which he 
thought would be in the interest of the 

oountry. , , 

Quite u number of others spoke pro and 
con, and tho debate lasted till the Houso 
roao. But whore was Mr. DeCosmos, tho 
champion of our agricultural interests, 
all thin time? Echo answers, where! Poor 
British Columbia found an advocate in a 
stranger. IU own champion was dumb I

(She brought down 
tho ruailH, freight (consisting of skins and 
agricultural produce) and the following 
passengers: Dr. Powell, Mr, Poarse, Mrs, 
Gibson, Miss Keir, and Messrs. Jenkins, 
Pimbury, Akenhead, Jus. Mc-Leod, — 
McLeod, Win^, Prevost, Anthony, Fad- 
don, Heslet and two Indians. Shu reports 
a big American ship just arrived at Nana- 
imp hailing from New- York. Also Mr. 
Woodcock, who is on his way down to 
Victoria from Skeena, had found the bow- 
sprit of tho G. S. Wrightsplit in two. 

At Comox there is a scarcity of fresh 
meat— the Indians having too much whis- 
key to attend to hunting. 

Wo regret to learn that Mr. Gilbert, who 
received injury in tho Douglas Pit last 
•week has had a turn for tho worse, having 
been attacked with inflammation of tho 
lungs, At latest advices he was rather 
better. A Chinaman employed in the 
Wollongton Mine undertook to charge 
and fire a blast. The entire charge blow 
across to where Mr. James Eeid was at 
work, cutting him in the back of the head, 
and otherwise hurting him. Oneday last 
woek an old citizen discovered an Indian 
•woman beating his child of five rjummers 
boeauso it refused to fetch whisky. The 
irate pariont chastised tho maiden on tho 
spot. Mr. Walter Akenhead is erecting a 
building in which he willstarta butcher's 
shop. Nanainio has six general stores, 
three batcher's shops, two millinery shops, 
four hotels and boarding houses, two boot 
and shoe shops, two bakerys one black- 
smith shop, one tinshop, one Mechanics' 
Institute, two Masonic Lodges, three 
churches, two schools, and a newly-born 
baby weighing seventeen pound* .' 

A friend sends tho following under date 
of the 21th inst: 

At 12 o'clock last night Booth, the stew- 
ard, and Tom, the cook, of the steamer Sir 
James Douglas, had a very narrow escape 
from drowning. They were getting on board 
as best they could in a canim when it cap- 
sized.

Thetis Island Quarry.— Tho Custom 
House and Postoffico are to bo built en- 
tirely of the line |freestono obtained from 
this qurry, and handsome slabs wero be- 
ing, yesterday, unshipped from the Eliza 
and teamed to the front of the rising 
structure. The quarry dips into the sea 
and presents every facility for quarrying 
and sliding on board tho schooners em- 
ployed in freighting the stone.

A Thrilling Scene- 
There is an (dement of dream-liko ter- 
ror in the following adventure which be- 
fell the aeronaut Beudet, on tho occasion 
of the vice-regal marriage feasts at Cairo. 
A performance was given every Sunday in 
the large Hippodrome by an Anglo-French 
troupe, engaged by the Khedive of Egypt 
to which the public had free admission. 
Among the attractions presented by tho 
performers was the balloon assent of the 
aeronaut Beudet. Just as tho "Hoi duCicl" 
as his balloon was named, was about to 
rise into tho air, Beudet fastened his tra- 
peze to thecar, clung to it with ono hand 
and cried "let go?" Tho balloon rose to 
the height of about 100 yards, when a cry 
of horror burst from tho crowd; a tremen- 
dous rent had taken plaoo in tho globo of 
the ''Jioi da, Cell." Tho balloon descend- 
ed slowly at first, but the wind soon rush- 
ed into the gaping aperture in its side, 
and turned it literally inside out, where- 
upon it gave out n cloud of smoke, and 
took the form of a tlagcaso The unhappy 
aeronaut now foil almost perpendicularly ; 
every heart stood still. Beudet, however, 
kept his head; he seized tho bar of his 
trapeze with both hands and hung on, 
trusting to tho slight resistance still op- 
posed to tho air by tho balloon; but its 
speed soon increased; ho shuthis eyes and 
and let himself go— butnot to destruction. 
He fell twenty yards on soft ground, and 
though senseless when taken up, very

The suit was brought by 
Mr. Laeroix, who at ono time held a posi- 
tion in tho Customs under Delisle, but 
was discharged by him. Tho lattor now, 
in addition to paying the above sum, also 
undertakes to reinstate Laeroix in his 
former position. Laeroix hands over the 
money obtained from Delisle to the Cana- 
dian institute. 

Tho Toronto Globe says: — In order that 
all rumors regarding Hon. Mr. Speaker 
Currie's resignation might be set at rest, 
the editor of the St. Catherines jVeics has 
interviewed that gentleman, and says he 
states that his resignation has no politi- 
cal signiflaence whatever; that he resigned 
for personal reasons, the office being irk- 
some, and because he thought ho could 
servo his constituents and tho country- 
better on tho floor of the House than in 
the Speaker's chair, and that ho had no 
spmpathy with the Opposition. For the 
Premier," Mr. Mowat, he had the highost 
respect and confidence. 

Mr. A. Brunei, Commissioner of Inland 
Rovenue, has prepared a most interesting 
statement, showing the comparative con- 
sumption of articles subject to excise du- 
ties in 1861 and in 1871, In the former 
year tho Provinces of Upper and Lower 
Canada, with a population of 2,507,057 
consumed 1,000 gallons of spirits, 1,072 
gallons of malt liquor, 1,804 lbs. of tobac- 
co of all grades, and .090 gallons of wine 
per head. In 1ST 1 , the four Provinces 
then comprised in the Dominion, having 
a population of 3, 484, 021 consumed 1,592 
gallons spirits, 2,505 gallons malt liquor, 
1,985 lbs. tobacco, and 205 gallons wine 
per head, showing a slight decrease in the 
consumption of spirits, an increase of 27 
per cent in tho use of malt liquor, an in- 
crease of ton per cent in the use of tobac- 
co, and 107 per cont. increase in tho con- 
sumption of wine per head. 

An Ottawa contemporary ■ says: A very 
handsome solid silver urn to be presented 
by the Privy Council to Mr. W. H. Lee, 
for a long time clerk of the Privy Coun- 
cil, arrived from England last Saturday. 
It weighs 113 ounces and cost £100. The 
presentation will take place shortly, we 
understand, before the members of tho 
House of Commons. 

Tho Ottawa Times of the 7th inst. says: 
It is painful to notice the extremely largo 
number of deaths that have taken placo in 
this city lately. Yesterday afternoon 
oloven funerals took place. Five of 
tho60 wero of children whoso deaths 
resulted from the now disoaso cerebro 
spinal meningities which is increasing to 
an alarming extent. 

Vine Culture in Australia. -A source 
of wealth to Australia is being develop- 
ed by tho cultivation of the grape, and 
the manufacture of wines. More than 12,- 
000 acres are now planted, and tho pro- 
duce has doubled since 1807. Tho duty 
paid in London for the year ending De- 
cember 1870 was od 20,000 gallons. The 
uatural strength of the Auldian wine 
(named after Patrick Auld, principal cul- 
tivator in those colonies) ranges from 22 
to 24 per cent, of alcohol, which allows 
of its importation in its pure state. — R. 
Jones, Australia. 

'Tun German Government has at length 
given definite statistics showing tho Ger- 
man losses in the war with Franco. Tho 
total number killed, wounded and missing 
amounts to 127,897. Of these there wero 
killed in action, 17,572; those who died 
afthrward from their wounds numbered 
10,710; from sickness, 12,253; from acci- 
dents, 31G; from siucido, 30: the total 
number who diod"being thus 10,871, in- 
olndlng 1,534 officers. During tho war 
Ihero wero no less than 1,599 encounters 
with tho enemy which ware attended 
with loss oflife^ f 

The executive mansion at Jefferson 
City, tho capital of Missouri, is a vast 
depository of electricity — an immense 
Leyden jar, in fact. If a visitor touches 
his linger to a door knob or a picture 
frame, a spark and a shock ensiio, and 
strangers are often surprised by tho 
storm of electrical sparks that stream 
from their feet as they pass over tho 
tho carpets. Tho governor's family 
y;ot a little tired of having so much of 
the stufi' around and summoned, a 
"scientist," tho other clay, to look intq 
tho maUtii*, and he is of opinion that 
tho mansion is built upon an immense 
loadstone, which generates this elec- 
tricity.

Europe. 

London, April 21— By an explosion of 
fire damp to-day in a coal mineioNorthev 
(?) several miners wore killed and many 
wounded.

Suicide of Earl of Do la Warr was* the 
result of mental depression caused by the 
death of a lady friend. 
Among emigrants who sailed from Liver- 
pool wore 100 operatives from tho town 
of Ycovol, Somerset. 

Rome, April 24 — Tho Pope has had a 
relapse and is again confined so his bed. 

Madrid, April 23— There is great agi- 
tation here and theatres are close. The 
Commission was in session last night, all 
tho Ministers being present. Figueras 
late and Margol present Premier had a 
long discussion. Castilla and Salomorat 
admitted affairs wero grave, but said Car- 
lists wero chocked and tho discipline of 
tho army restored; so it was unnecessary 
to reconvoke tho Into Assembly or to post- 
pone elections for the constituent Cotcz. 
News having been received that eleven 
battallions of Monachial volunteers had 
revolted, Castella asked tho Commission 
to adjourn for 22 hours, which was refused 
whereupon Ministers retired and did not 
return. 

Tho Captain-General of Madrid has re- 
signed and is succeeded by General 
Socias. 

Tho rebellious volunteers, besides firing 
on tho late Captain-General of Barcelona, 
killed and wounded four persons. They 
broke into the Hall of Congress and the 
members of tho Permanent Commission 
fled. Serrano and others are hiding. 

The city is more tranquil to-day. 

Cuba- 

Havana, April 24— Bidwell, alleged 
Bank of England forger, has been deliver- 
ed over to tho British Consul and will bo 
sent to England in a man-of-war. 

The Captain-General has informed tho 
British Consul that trial of O'Kelly must 
continue. If O'Kelly's guilt is establish- 
ed tho Captain-Genoral will exercise 
clemency, but be cannot stop the course 
of law. Captain-General has given strict 
orders to treat him with utmost kindness 
and to see that nothing is wanting to in- 
sure his comfort. Tho British Cousul- 
General has telegraphed to British Consul 
at Manzanillo telling him to do all he 
possibly can for O'Kelly and imform him 
tho moment tho tribunal decides and tho 
Captain-General will act.

Portland, April 25— Archie Williams, 
Chiof of the Fire Department last year, 
committed Buicide this morning by shoot- 
ing himself with a revolver. 

Following has been received from the 
Dalles: The Yakima Indians have run off 
Millor's cattle— about 1300 head. Three 
families havo como in from Klinokitat. 
They say tho Indians are insolent and 
they wero afraid to stay among them. The 
Indians on tho reservation have boon sul- 
len and insolent recently. Ono of the 
Naz Perces' Chiefs declares that ho wants 
no further favor* from the "Boston's," At 
Lapwai they are greatly excited and appar- 
ently expecting something of unusual in- 
terest about to transpire.

Neither the cavalry nor 
tho Warmspring Indians found any trails. 

McKay has discovered that the Modocs 
aro in thoir last retreat. Ho crawled up 
on them and discovered forty, including 
women, but did not deem it prudent then 
to attack.
